Sze on his return from Washingto 
paid tribute to Mr. Szo's distinguished 
services during his six years’ stay in 
London, to which could be ascribed much 
of the present good understanding snd 
close relationship between Britain and 
China. 

Mr. Sze, in the course ‘OF his reply, 
declared that Sino-American relations 
had never: been so friendly as at presont.
